The Science Talent Search 
chose Francis to be in the honors 
group containing 300 high school 
seniors across the country. Out 
of the honors group, Francis and 
39 other students were chosen 
to go to Washington, D.C., at the 
end of February. He will also 


| receive $250 or more in scholar- 


ship money. 

To qualify for the contest you 
must take a science test, write an 
original research paper, and send 
in your academic record. Francis 
did a paper on the “Generalized 
Langford Problem,’ proved a 
messy theorem, and-found what 
he thought was the first sequence 
known: 19121824627945863475396- 
8357. 

To qualify for a Langford Se- 
quence you must have an equal 
amount of each number, such as 
two threes and two ones in the 
set. Between two identical num- 
bers you need that amount of 
numbers that the number desig- 
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nates, such as between two two’s 
you would need two numbers like 
one and three, 312132 would be 
a Langford Sequence. 

Unfortunately Francis found 
an article by a man with other 
sequences and in the same paper 
where he hoped to publish his 
own. But as Francis says, “If 
it’s good enough for Newton, it’s 
good enough for me.”
